MOUNTBATTENS

The handsome, gregarious Philip, Duke of Edinburgh, is 
genuinely popular with the British masses.

Partly because of his liberal 
artly because he is a foreigner—a naturalized English- 
use he is a Mountbatten, the nephew 
and former ward of Louis, Earl Mountbatten of Burma. 

The Mountbattens were originally the Battenbergs, minor 
German nobility with a seat at Darmstadt. Their title lapsed 
by the Grand Duke of He 
who named Julia Theresa Countess of Battenberg. She had a 
son, Louis Alexander, three years later, and this German- 
Polish baby became a citizen of England, became boss of the 
British navy and changed his name to Mountbatten. He and 
his son, the present Earl Mountbatten, became the personal 
aides-de-camp and close advisers of Queen Victoria, Edward 
VII, George V, Edward VIII and George VI. Louis Mount- 
batten—the present one—married Edwina Ashley, grand- 
daughter of Sir Ernest Cassel, the son of a Jewish banker 
of Cologne, who became personal financier to free-spending 
.5 million when he died in 1921. 
Edwina still had a s chunk of that fortune when 
she married Louis—"Dickie” to his friends. Brilliant, good- 
looking extroverts both, they have been making headlines 
for 30 years, starting with their leadership of the gay young 
Mayfair set between wars. Dickie was commander of Brit- 
ectacular Commando forces in World War II, went 
on afterward to become Viceroy of India (the last one), and 
supreme naval commander in the Mediterranean, the job he 
now holds. Always Edwina, a passionate, intense woman, 
has shared the limelight with her husband. In her veins 
there is Jewish, German, English, Irish, Scottish and Red 
Indian blood (she claims to be descended from Pocahontas).

He is aware 
that in the members’ private dining room at the House of 
Commons and in the Carlton Club, blueblood sanctuary of 
Toryism, tongues would wag savagely if he showed himself 
influenced by Dickie. Philip owes everything to the Mount- 
batten family, but he is aware that his kinship today is more 
a hindrance than a help. Yet he cannot change his own blood.

COMES UP TO THE PLATE 


If the first session of the 83rd Congress were scored as a baseball game, 
then last week was the ninth inning. Congress was up, and the pi 
was really on if the team was to come anywhere near accomplishing what 
the manager expected of them and still hit the road by Aug. 1. As in all 
Congresses, much of the Administration’s program had piled up, making 
the last days a time of inescapable responsibility. For months President 
Eisenhower with patient persistence had permitted Congress to set its 
‘own pace.

INDOCHINA, 


FRANCE AND THE U.S. 
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Of the few Americans who know Indochina, most are disheart- 
ened with French conduct of the “oldest war in the world,” 


for reasons which are clear from David Douglas Duncan’s re- _ 


port on pages 73 through 91. But Indochina is a vital spot 
on the free world’s frontier where lack of heart is no basis for 
American policy. It is time for new decisions on Indochina. 

Two recent events would seem to give the casual headline 
reader grounds for hope. First, France has offered to negotiate 
with Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos over full independence, the 
lack of which limits their support of the anti-Communist 
cause. Second, the recent paratroop raid on Langson, which 
wiped out a big Red depot on the supply line from Red China, 
seemed to show that the new French general, Henri Navarre, 
has a taste for action. 

Alas, these signs are not conclusive. For Paris, where the big 
decisions about this war are made, is still the world headquar- 
ters of sophisticated defeatism, and the Indochina war is in 
fact more of a drain on the French economy than it can sus- 
tain much longer. The French are therefore looking for a way 
out of the war. To American expostulation, they have the 
perfect retort: they seek in Indochina exactly what we have 
sought so hard in Korea—a truce. But meanwhile Ho Chi 
Minh’s Reds are building up for a fall offensive. 

U.S. policy tries to bolster such partisans of courage as can 


still be found in France. One of these is General Navarre, who 
has offered Paris a plan for a victorious offensive. (His Lang- 
son raid, meaningless unless followed up, was a sort of ad- 
vance sample.) The French cabinet nibbled at his big plan last 
week but will take no decisive action until October. Two of 
General Navarre’s conditions, however, should not be left in 
doubt until then. 

To mount his offensive, he needs additional U.S. aid and 
additional Indochinese troops. The U.S. aid should and proba- 
bly will be forthcoming. Mr. Dulles favors it and Indochina 
was the one item in the new M.S.A. appropriations that Con- 
gress did not try to cut. As for the Indochinese, their fuller 
participation will depend on the independence negotiations. 
‘These are stymied by the sitdown strike of Cambodia, an un- 
timely consequence of years of French lassitude and evasion. 
French diplomacy must work overtime this summer. 

Communist propaganda accuses the U.S. of trying to sup- 
plant the French in Indochina. Sometimes it seems regrettable 
there is no way to make this false charge true. But as things 
are, French military men are indispensable to saving Indo- 
china from the Communists (whatever the Indochinese may 
think) and a French will to win is therefore a necessary though 
not a sufficient condition of victory. With U.S. and Vietnam- 
ese support, that victory is entirely feasible. 


A DENT IN THE TEAGHER SHORTAGE 


Every fall the Los Angeles public schools system has to cope 
with not only 10-20,000 new pupils but an increasingly greater 
teacher shortage. Three weeks ago the Los Angeles Board of 
Education turned down an offer by the Ford Foundation of 
$335,000 to finance a training program that would have pro- 
vided 90 new teachers each year for five years. Reasons for 
turn-down: the hysterical insistence by local Hearst newspa- 
pers and two lady board members that the Ford Foundation 

ycombed with “Pink Socialism” and plotting to sy1 
nous UNESCO doctrines into the noggins of inno- 
cent little Angelenos. 

Far be it from us to belabor this gruesome situation; let the 
lady board members and the Hearst editorial writers erase the 
blackboards and start coping with the teacher shortage them- 
selves. What we are interested in is why there is a teacher 
shortage in the public schools not only of Los Angeles but 
throughout the nation. According to the Office of Education, 
when our elementary schools open next fall one and a half 
million new pupils will be entering them and there will be 
about 70,000 teachers too few. This quantitative shortage is 
largely the result of inadequate pay, a question for which no 
adequate solution has been suggested. But it is also inter- 
twined with an equally serious qualitative deficiency, and about 
that something can be and is being done. 

During the last several generations, school teaching fell 
far behind the other professions in prestige; bright young 
college graduates, professionally inclined, went in for medi- 
cine, engineering, the law. In the better universities and col- 
leges, a scorn of teacher-training institutions and their peda- 
gogics sprang up. Teachers colleges concentrated on methodol- 
ogy and neglected subject matter; too much “how” and not 
enough “what.” 

As if to cap all the arguments against teachers colleges, 
a breakdown made last winter of the scores on the Selec- 
tive Service College Qualification Test—given in 1951-52 to 
more than 400,000 undergraduates to determine whether they 


should continue their studies or be drafted—showed that stu- 
dents of education were the poorest of all. (Tops: engineers, 
scientists and mathematicians; intermediates: biolo- 
social scientists, students of the humanities and general 
arts; those studying business and commerce and agriculture 
ranked above the would-be pedagogs). This was discouraging 
news. The health of a democracy surely depends on the qual- 
ity of its teachers. 

For years educational authorities have been urging a wider 
recruitment of college-educated talent for teachers in our pub- 
lic schools, and it is certainly heartening to learn that some- 
thing is being done about this on an increasingly large scale. 
In 1910 a report put out by the great Abraham Flexner trans- 
formed U.S. medical education by insisting on higher training 
standards. Now a number of our universities, spearheaded by 
Harvard, are engaged in overhauling our public school teacher 
training by similar techniques. 

‘The emphasis in this operation is on subject matter far more 
than on methodology: after four years of general study, in the 
liberal arts or the sciences, selected holders of B.A. degrees 
are given a higher degree in teaching after a fifth year of 
study, part of which includes a practical internship in the 
public schools. In the East, 29 colleges have joined Harvard 
in this magnificent undertaking; there are similar operations 
at Cornell, Goucher in Baltimore, the University of Louis- 
ville, Vanderbilt University and George Peabody College for 
Teachers in Tennessee, while teacher training in the whole 
state of Arkansas is being made over. The Ford Foundation 
is backing all these projects, and its offer to Los Angeles was 
in line with them. 

It will take some years before the full impact of this move- 
ment is felt in our public schools. But enrollment in all the 
institutions working on improving the breed of teachers is 
snowballing, and the movement is bound to spread. Once an 
elite of our college graduates becomes dedicated to a cause, 
there is no limit to what can be accomplished.

MATHEMATICIAN HLAVATY STANDS BY FIGURES 


A solution for Einstein 


When Albert Einstein proposed a new set of equa- 
tions in all the workings of the physical uni- 
verse in a single set of laws, he had to admit that he 
was unable to solve the equations mathematically. 
The equations were, Einstein said, “a groping in the 
dark.” Last week a Czech mathematician working 
at Indiana University, Professor Vaclay Hlavaty, 
announced that he had solved the equations. The 
results were too complicated to be set down in 
numbers, he said, but they showed “a relativistic 
fourth-dimensional form of Maxwell’s law of elec- 
tromagnetism”—meaning that, if Einstein’s basic as- 
sumptions were correct, the entire universe, includ- 
ing matter, energy and gravity, is based on electro- 
magnetism. Einstein and other leading physicists 
have “commended” Professor Hlavaty’s solution. 


In New York City testimony in the depart- 
mental trial of a police lieutenant charged 
with being a Communist brought to light a 
Red plot to infiltrate the city’s police force. 
The party had managed to organize several 
“cells” among the cops, witnesses said, but 
their activities had been discovered by loyal 
police.

DANGEROUS TEACHING 


Skillful group of Air Force jet pilots 
takes hazardous way of inspiring cadets 


The dramatic precision flying shown on the opposite page is consid- 
ered an educational maneuver, not a stunt, by the U.S, Air Force, 
From observing it, say officers, cadets can see how the very best pilots 
fly and will be inspired to perfect their own flight skills. To give this 
kind of spectacular instruction the first official jet team has been set 
up at Luke Air Force Base in Arizona, The leader is Major Richard 
C. Catledges the two wing positions flying behind him are Captains 
“Buck” and “Bill” Petillo, identical twins of Atlanta, Ga., and the 
rear “slot” is flown by Captain Robert L. Kanaga. 

Doing precision acrobatics like barrel rolling and power diving at 
speeds of more than 500 mph is a highly hazardous job. Only the 
leader sees where he is going. The others have to follow blindly by 
taking bearings on his tail and wing tips. So tight are team’s forma- 
tions, exhaust of the lead jet frequently blackens the tail of the plane 
flying rear slot. The team never goes up in the air without its fifth 
member, Captain Robert S. McCormick, who is ready to fill in immedi- 
ately at any position should one of the four regulars have to drop out.

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The farmer takes 
a ride 


There were few treasures in a turn-of-the-century American farmhouse—a 
child’s silver mug, the initials worn down since Grandpa’s time; the 
sword with the faded sword-belt from the War Between The States; the 
Lenox plates for real company dinners (Mother always took the plate 
with the big chip in it) ; and Father’s big snap-open watch that told the 
new railroad time as well as the sun time. 

And the farmer had few friends. Everyone lived too far away, and sun 
time was too short. The morning chores wasted the dawn; the day was one 
long fight against time and distance and fatigue, and then the evening 
chores took his last strength. A visit meant you had to get in the shafts 
and haul out the buggy, then harness up the horse, and finally bump over 
the slow miles of jolting ruts. Lonely isolation and immobility were abso- 
lutes in your life, as certain as the sundown milking. Even taking a pot 
at the crows with the old shotgun that leaned against the barn was a break. 

So when the first automobile rolled in beside the red barn, the farmer of 
a half-century ago felt a thrill that the loneliest American in all the land 
today could scarcely measure. 

The miles between neighbors had suddenly become a few minutes. 
There stood the beautiful creature, quivering in all the magnificent 
strength of its twenty horsepower, glittering with brass, the paint slick 
and shiny and the seats real leather, promising gloriously to carry you 
clear over the horizon to town and back. 

This was the Model T; this was the farmer’s first friend.

The first woman to sail the ocean singlehanded 


reports on her hazardous and haphazard crossing 
by ANN DAVISON 


A few years ago an English couple, Frank and Ann Davison, attempted to 
sail the Atlantic in a small boat. Their craft foundered off Portland Bill in 
the south of England and Davison was drowned. Subsequently Ann Davi- 
son determined to make the crossing alone. In the following article, written 
especially for Lire, she tells how she became the first woman to sail the 
‘ocean singlehanded. 


T was in the spring of 1949 that I first decided to tackle an ocean 

crossing all by myself. It was May 18, 1952—almost three years 
later—that I sailed. Adventure is due to lack of foresight, and the de- 
lay was designed to take the adventure out of the project. Because 
my experience of the sea and sailing was practically nil, I took a job 
s a hand in a boatyard for several months, spent a couple of weeks 
sailing an 18-footer down Devonshire way and another two weeks 
in concentrated study of celestial navigation. The rest of the time 
was devoted to earning and raising the necessary finances, to a great 
deal of profound thought and to fitting out the boat. 

Choosing a boat is Tike picking a husband, a wife or a horse; you 
have to fall in love to get the best out of the partnership. I fell in 
love with a two and a half ton Bermudan sloop called Felicity Ann, 
which embodied most of the features I had thought I did not want 
in an ocean cruiser and shows what love can do. Felicity Ann was 
only 23 feet long, far smaller than I had in mind, but she was mod- 
ern, light and elegant, she had a diesel auxiliary and an air of in- 
domitable defiance, she filled my eye and from the moment I saw 
her I knew she was mine. 

Various modifications had to be made to fit Felicity Ann for the 
big seas and high winds of the Atlantic Ocean. The sail plan was re- 
duced, special twin sails were made for running before the trade 
winds, the cockpit was made self-draining and watertight and the 
sides raised and a spray hood fitted over the cabin hatch to give extra 
protection to the helmsman—me. High stanchions and lifelines 
were fitted all round the ship so I would not just slip into the sea 
when there was no one about to pick me up again. 

There is hardly what you might call accommodation in my ship. 
She is the kind of vessel you pull over your head and wear. You go 
below and promptly sit down because there is no headroom. There 
is not very much other room either, and the distribution of load was 
a nightmare, for the amount of spare gear you have to take on a 
long ‘ocean voyage is stupendous. Apart from the obvious, such as

provisions and water, there are things like engine 
spares, ropes, warps, wire, sailcloth, tools, bat- 
teries, engine fuel, lubricating oil, kerosene for 
lamps and stove, shackles, nuts, bolts, tacks, 
screws, medical supplies and so on. They all 
have to be stowed so that they are dry and ac- 
cessible and in such a manner that they do not 
upset the trim of the ship. This is impossible. We 
raised the waterline four inches and hoped for 
the best. 

The fitting out took three months and worked 
up to such a crescendo that the reason for it all 
was lost in the doing of it, until one Sunday I 
found myself alone at sea. | had never sailed 
Felicity Ann on my own, in fact 1 had never 
sailed any boat alone before. Realization hit me 
with the blow of a steam hammer, and I steered 
for Madeira, a thousand miles away, in stunned 
astonishment. I had said in an unguarded mo- 
ment I wanted to sail the Atlantic, and Providence 
or something had called my bluff. 

I never did make Madeira. I spent six strange 
days moving slowly toward it. Six days of kaleido- 
scopic unreality, fighting heavy-lidded fatigue, 
bruised and battered by the incessant liveliness 
of the boat, frightened through ignorance and 
cowed by solitude. I tracked a trawler apparently 
bound for Iceland for a couple of hours one day 
just for the sake of company. I must have slept 
during those six days, though I do not remember 
doing so, just as I must have eaten, though I 
cannot recall a single meal. Most of the time I 
was scared to leave the tiller 
for fear the boat would do 
something untoward and 
inextricable while I was not 
looking. 

Then on the sixth day I 
met a French fishing boat 
and moved up alongside, 
ostensibly to ask for a posi- 
tion check, but really to see 
if there were any people left 
alive in the world. We con- 
versed in Breton, school- 
girl French and Indian sign 
language and got along fine. 
The skipper suggested I 
go aboard for lunch, so 
with Felicity Ann stream- 
ing astern like a dinghy, I

shore wave farewell. A pilot navigated boat until it reached 
the open sea, He went back and Ann Davison took over. 


climbed aboard the trawler to sample maritime 
hospitality @ la Francais. Mais, cest bon. En- 
tente cordiale raged and pretty soon the general 
opinion was the hell with fishing, let's all go to 
Douarnenez (their home port). So, as I had never 
been to Douarnenez, we went. 

The newspapers made this into a dramatic res- 
cue from a watery grave. 

In that enchanting fishing port on the Brittany 
coast, about 200 miles from my starting point and 
a good long way from Madeira, I did some heavy 
thinking. I had to face up to the fact I was no su- 
perwoman. Like other people I got tired. I would 
have to take it easy and make port-to-port hops 
until I was tougher and more able. 

Giving Madeira the miss, I aimed for Vigo, 
north Spain, and made it in eight days, dead on 
the nose. I steamed up the river to Vigo flying 
the Q flag requesting free pratique. (use of the 
harbor) and the G flag requesting a pilot. I got the 
free pratique, but no pilot. In my ignorance I 
was flying both flags on the same halyard, givin, 
unwittingly a two-letter signal meaning “Send all 
the lifeboats you have.” When this was pointed 
out to me I wanted to ask: why hadn’t they 
done so, with St. Bernards and brandy to boot? 
But my Spanish wouldn’t stretch that far. 

From Vigo I struck out for Gibraltar, some 550 
miles away, and took 19 days getting there. At 
least four of these days were spent lying to under 
bare poles while a northerly gale swept over us. 
This proved Felicity Ann could take it and I had 
to. Having all the usual human emotions I was 
scared of course. The seas were impressive, great 

graybeards between 15 and 
20 feet high, and the noise, 
always the worst feature of 
a gale at sea, was simply 
paralyzing. 

By the time I nosed the 
Felicity Ann into Gibraltar 
I felt so salty I called some 
friends in Casablanca to tell 
them I would be with them 
in two or three days. Then 
I spent eight on the job, 
signifying my arrival’ by 
falling off my friends’ yacht 
and swimming for my own, 
maintaining firmly in the 
face of attempted rescue op- 
erations that I always swam 
home anyway.

In Casablanca Felicity Ann and I had a great bout of painting 
and garnishing for the next passage to Tas Paltiics in the Canary 
Islands, which would be the last before embarking on the big hop, 
3,000 miles across the ocean to the West Indies. This’ trip was to 
be in effect a dress rehearsal for the real thing. 

I achieved the 600-mile passage in 29 days. By now I had got 
used to my own company. I no longer felt t could not stand the 
solitude another moment, but I remained subject to violent emo- 
tional instability. Dejection alternated with elation, and ungovern- 
able fury would be aroused by the least little setback. The days ran 
together in a kind of blur, highlighted occasionally by discoveries 
that would help in the forthcoming crossing. 

I fiddled with the sextant all day long, practicing taking sights 
until I was cross-eyed. I found that vitamin tablets are not just a 
dietician’s fad, but that if they are to do you any good on a long 
ocean passage you have to take at least twice the stated dose. 

Food and sleep were my two insoluble problems. Although in- 
flicted with the appetite of a healthy team of horses ashore, after 
a few days at sea I just didn’t want to eat. I opened tin after tin, 
found the contents smelled of tin, deep sixed them, without a bite. 
If I took one small simple meal a day I was doing well. That meal 
was breakfast, usually scrambled eggs or an omelette. I was prac- 
tically clucking on arriving at Las Palmas. 

As for sleep, this only could be done at the expense of progress, 
for unless close-hauled or running with the twin sails set Felicity 
Ann wouldn’t steer herself. Ordinarily the moment I left the tiller 
she would swing up into wind and wait for further instructions. 
This I did nothing to eradicate, as I liked the notion that if by any 
chance I did go over the side she would luff up and wait for me. 
But if I wanted to rest I had to heave to—in other words, stop, but 
even then I could not sleep much. I usually caught a short zizz 
from dawn to 7:30. But I could not, with the best will in the 
world, steer the ship for days on end for more than 12 hours at a 
stretch. So I usually relaxed in the cabin, with the ship hove to, 
while I dickered with the radio, getting time signals for a chronom- 
eter check or listening to music if there was any to listen to. (Why 
do radios go yak yak yak all the time?) But the night was very 
broken. I had to take a peek at the outside world every 20 minutes, 
as that is the time it takes for a ship I cannot see to reach me. 

At Las Palmas Felicity Ann went through another bout of gar- 
nishing and painting and refitting for the crossing. By the time de- 

arture day drew nigh I had worked myself into quite a private 
Father about it. It never occurred to me that I might not make it, 
but I was much concerned as to how we would make it. While hop- 
ing for a four- or five-week voyage, I was prepared for an eight- 
week trip, and I wondered how I was going to react to 3,000 miles 
of unbroken, and unbreakable, solitude. 


Looking for a wind 


SAILED out of Las Palmas on the morning of Nov. 20, 1952, 

Felicity Ann bulging with stores and provisions and well down 
to her marks. It was blowing sharply from the south, kicking up 
an ugly, short little sea and pouring with rain, Pretty soon every- 
thing below was as wet as on deck. The atmosphere in the cabin 
was tropical, and four weeks’ supply of fruit and tomatoes (vita- 
mins A and C) started to ripen and rot at once in an alarming man- 
ner. By nightfall the wind had backed round to the east, and I was 
kidding myself I was one of the lucky sailors who find the trade 
winds right away. But it was just another of those illusions one is 
such a sucker for at sea, The wind folded up after 24 hours and I 
had to motor 500 miles SW over a calm and oily-looking ocean 
before finding the wind again. I slipped in the cabin one morning 
and cut my temple. ‘Then later, working in the cockpit, the boom 
swung over suddenly and split the back of my head, One way and 
another the trip was not beginning too well. 

On Dee. | the little round white trade wind clouds cluttered up 
the heavens like a flock of celestial sheep, and a gorgeous wind 
came up from the southeast. I stowed the fore and aft sails, put wy 
the twins, rigged the self-steering gear—which only worked with 
the running sails—and settled down to enjoy a downhill run across 
the Atlantic. It was an inexpressible joy to have the ship sail on 
nonstop, and to be able to cook and patch and mend and splice, to 
read, relax and listen to the radio, to take sights and work them 
out without the feeling one was doing it all at the expense of prog- 
ress. And it was sheer bliss to be able to turn in at night without 
the constant anxiety of 20-minute watches for other ships. I used 
to flash out on deck at dawn to read the log and check the night’s 
progress with the same sort of delight with which one rushes round 
the nesting boxes to see how many eggs the hens have laid that day.

erage day’s run, which was around 76 miles. 
This must have frightened the wind out of its wits, for after an- 
other 700-800 miles it folded up again, and left us wallowing in a 
flat calm 1,500 miles from our nearest neighbor. At first I thought 
this was just a temporary aberration on the part of the trac 

all the meteorology books I had read insist they blow ceaselessly 
year in and year out and that doldrum conditions do not extend 
farther north than the tenth parallel. [ was well north of that, 
about 17° 30 minutes north, but the calms lasted for 22 
times there was not even a creak from the ship, and the 
was terrifying primeval. 

Occasionally life was enlivened by sou'westerly squalls of un- 
precedented violence, and then Felicity Ann lay right over on her 
side without even a rag of sail set while the heavy black clouds 
seemed no more than mast-high and lightning played all round the 
boat. These squalls usually arrived wham bang in the middle of 
the night with no more warni faint whistle of wind and 
they never lasted more than a few hours. Another variation on 
the stillness was a tiny breeze, no more than a zephyr, so that we 
crept along in stockinged feet making about half a knot close- 
hauled, for always the wind, light or heavy, came from the west or 
sou’west. Then a mountainous glassy swell set in from the north- 
east, and I began to fret about the possibility of an out-of-season 
hurricane and kept a stony watch on the barometer. 

As day after day went by without any signs of the trade winds 
returning, I took to running the engine for two hours a day. Al- 
though 10 miles did not make much of an impression on the small 
scale track chart, it helped immeasurably to boost my drooping 
morale. I read a booklet, Survival at Sea, with more than a pa 
ing interest. Provisions did not worry me; with my limited appe- 
tite there enough food aboard to take me across the ocean sev- 
eral times, and by now flying fish had taken to committing suicide 
on deck every night, so [ had all the fresh fish I wanted. 

But I was worried about water, for when it was not squalling 
the sun beat down with true tropical mercilessness and I was con- 
sumed by a hideous, insatiable thirst. There were 30 gallons in the 
main water tank when we set out, and in addition there were a pair 
of two gallon cans and 18 aluminum quart bottles stowed about the 
ship. But at the rate I was drinking it was obvious the water was 
not going to last if the calms continued indefinitely. I rationed 
myself to a pint a day, and had to lie still and motionless in the 
shelter of the cabin during the heat of the day. The slightest 
movement brought on a profuse sweat, and conservation of body 
moisture is the key to solving the water problem. A dip in the 
ocean helps too, but I did not care to go overside as there were 
always two or three sizable sharks hanging around the ship. Al- 
though they say sharks don’t attack unless provoked, I wasn’t 
sure what might provoke a shark. 

Those 23 days were just about 23 years of anyone else’s time. 

Then, at last, on Jan. Sth, when [ was almost reconciled to 
spending the rest of my life in the middle of the Atlantic, the trade

winds returned, considerably refreshed from their long Christmas 
holidays. Our daily runs shot up to over 90. This was dizzy prog- 
ress. Intoxicating. The little crosses marking our positions 
seemed to bound across the track chart. Daily we drew nearer and 
nearer to Barbados, the most easterly of the West Indian islands. 

But daily too the wind increased, growing harder and harder. 
And daily the seas grew higher and higher. At last I had to drop 
the twin sails lest they be blown out. I put up the storm jib and 
the mainsail, reefed right down. Still the wind increased. It blew 
up to 60 mph with seas running up to 30 feet: their great, hollow, 
overhanging crests broke in a colossal smother of foam with a 
wild horizontal rain of spray. I reduced canvas to storm jib only 
and then finally to nothing at all. The noise of the wind and sea 
was overwhelming. The Felicity Ann took every sea with a courage 
I could not even | begin to match, but it seemed as if we were in 
the grip of a force that would never stop. 

I had been emotionally wrung out by the doldrums, and now I 
was physically exhausted as well, for the motion was fantastic, 
impossible to believe unless experienced, Every task took at least 
four times longer to perform than normal. Fortunately these ex- 
treme conditions did not last too long, and I was able once more 
to get some sail up and make headway that wasn’t broadside on. 
At this stage I longed for land more than I can ever say, and for 
the peace and security of the still waters of a harbor. I wanted to 
lie down and sleep for a week. 

At last came the moment when I thought, if my reckoning was 
correct, that the next morning we would sight Barbados, though 
there was no earthly reason why my navigation should have been 
correct to this extent. But next morning at dawn, there, dead 
ahead on the skyline, was the dim gray shape of the island. For a 
moment I knew all that Columbus must have felt—a moment of 
splendor and triumph—but only for a moment. Conditions were 
still tough enough for sailing to demand all my concentration. 

Under refed sails I worked the Felicity Ann toward the island, 
and it was then I saw the first ship since leaving the Canary 
Islands. Darkness fell when I was still some 10 miles off and I 
intending to have a good night’s rest and put in in the 
. Before dawn the wind blew up again and I had to put the 
s out and hang oil bags over the weather bow to stop the 
t of the seas breaking over us. There was no hope of beating 
against it and getting into Barbados. I was savagely disappointed. 
Willy- nilly, [ was swept westward and ever westward until I made 
the southern end of St. Lucia. There, however, the weather eased, 
and I sailed through the St. Luci Vincent channel in com- 
parative calm and brilliant sunshine. Suddenly I was no longer 
madly anxious to get into port. The islands were there. We had 
crossed the ocean. I didn’t even particularly want to see anyone or 
talk to anyone. Perhaps I had been too long on my own. It was 65 
days since I had sailed from the C: Islands, 3,000 miles away. 

I sailed north and at 1800 hours that evening I dropped the 
hook in two and a half fathoms of water just off the jetty to the 
shaggy little town of Portsmouth at the northern end of Dominica. 
I made no attempt to go ashore that night. I sat in the cockpit 
watching the tropical night descend and the brilliant stars come 
out one by one against a velvet blackcloth, and listened to the jun- 
gle orchestra strike up in the wooded hills in back of the village. 

If I never knew it before, and if I never know it again, for one 
night at any rate, I knew content.

THE OLD DREAM 
IS BORN ANEW 


Today in Indochina the voices I heard hammer 
more and more on an old theme. Even mild 
and well-tamed French puppets like Emperor 
Bao Dai stir uneasily in their palaces as the 
demands for independence grow more insist- 
ent. Impatient young King of Cambodia, Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, wants complete independence, 
not tomorrow but right now. 

“In the French Union,” cried Nguyen Van 
Tam, premier of Vietnam’s national govern- 
ment, a short time ago, “we must no longer be 
tenants in a house built by others. We want 
to become associates in an enterprise that we 
will build and be responsible for. These are the 
ideas that must prevail in our conversations 
with the French Government.” 

“A country without a national army,” the 
premier went on, “cannot be independent. . . . 
The greater part of the nation’s resources are 
being devoted to the army. Our independen 
will come true the day when we are alone in 
defending our fatherland.” 

A Vietname st, who hates both the 
French colonialists and Communist-led Viet- 
minh, set out this view: “Fifty percent of the 
people of Indochina are sympathetic to the 
Vietminh, But make it clear I speak of the 
Vietminh, not the Communists. Many of our 
people believe the Vietminh are true national- 
ists fighting for the independence of Indochina. 
They feel this is an internal, nationalist war. 
They are ignorant and naive—but that is what 
they believe. 

A Vietnamese bookseller, who is an admirer 
of French culture, said, “When our people 
are aware that they are fighting for their own 
interests, they will be willing to make more 
of the sacrifices that seem to be necessary 
for freedom’s birth.

“Let there be no misunderstanding,” said Dr. Gaar, “about how 
egarding our American economic aid program here. I am 
distressed—I am embarrassed—I am often ashamed—I feel that 
our effort has not reached the level of the Indochinese peoples for 
whom it was intended. Our budget last year was $24.5 million. [ 
happen to think that sum is a great deal of money, money which, 
if well spent, could bring many lasting benefits. But I can remem. 
ber a meeting about what to do with $2 million remaining unspent, 
When no one could think of a way to spend it, the decision was 
made. ‘Well, we may as well order more road asphalt. No one can 
question that.” 

"The problem is not only one of inefficient spending on the part 
of us Americans—spending done with the undoubtedly sincere 
aim of preventing Galsch ina teh going Communist and disappear- 
ing behind the Iron Curtain. It is also a problem of finding qualified 
Indochinese administrators. In my own field of agriculture only our 
scheme for distributing plain old fertilizer has met with much suec- 
cess. A rice farmer put his finger on the reason. He told me, ‘No one 
fights over fertilizer. To exploit its distributions or use is difficult. 
It is not the sort of thing most people would like to hoard and it 
leaves little room for graft.” 

“This is a country in which the vast majority of the people are 
farmers. There has been no government agricultural training 
program of any sort. Indochinese officials are appointed because 
of political affiliations instead of qualifications. As far as I can 
determine, there have never been established any standards of 
civil service. It is obvious that until basic standards and a tech- 
nical training program have been established little progress can be 
expected. This.is the kind of a situation in which Americans could 
exert a real leadership, the kind of leadership which should be the 
key to our overseas aid program everywhere. Instead our official 
attitude seems to be: never be forceful, don’t hurt feelings, remem- 
ber we are guest:

accept the trip abroad would mean that he would have to resign 
his post prior to leaving Indochina, and that if he did go his family 
would be cut off from all allowance support during his absence. 
Naturally he had no choice. Today i' t is getting very difficult to find 
alified technicians for advanced training abroad. I now refuse to 
anything more to do with sending a man to the States for 
training or schooling. . . . The man runs too grave a risk of losing 
his job. We assume it is because of his association with Amer- 
icans. We know of no other reason. In thinking of the economic 
future of Indochina one fact stands out above all others: it is an 
extremely rich country. There is a vast, fertile, plateau belt run- 
ning through the country which is underpopulated and untouched 
by the plow. Grains and fruit crops could be grown there with very 
little effort. Indochina has considerable natural resources. Her 
people can be entirely self-supporting. 
“Despite the grip of the French and despite our own American 
autos of shoving what we think is best for them down their 
ats, the character of the Indochinese people is a continuing 
of surprise and admiration for me. Their farmers have real 
y. Many of them have told me they want no chi they

On 
one recent trip into the country I found, among a group of farm- 


ers, a couple who astonished me by bri ing up ‘trade not aid’ 
and pointed to a campaign picture of President Eisenhower that 
they had stuck on a wall.
